In addition, localities were 
assured that information re¬ 
garding relatives and friends 
in the stricken areas of Arkan¬ 
sas, Missouri, Mississippi and 
Tennessee may be obtained by 
calling the ARC Chapter House, 
CUster 5-6183. 

The $300 is needed to meet 
an estimated five million dol¬ 
lar bill the National Red Cross 
expects to grow out of the dis¬ 
aster which already has taken 
236 lives, injured 1100, and left 
thousands homeless. 

Col. Charles E. Morrison, 
fund chairman for Sierra Mad¬ 
re, reported that among the 
emergency supplies needed 
were whole blood, plasma, cots, 
bedding, blankets, power gen¬ 
erators and water purifiers. 

“Our fair share of the nation¬ 
al burden is $300,” Col. Morri¬ 
son explained. “We must as¬ 
sure these stricken people that 
their needs will be met by those 
more fortunate; we are confi¬ 
dent of the support Sierra Mad¬ 
re will give.” 

Meanwhile, with many dis¬ 
tricts still outstanding, Sierra 
Madreans by Tuesday had con¬ 
tributed $4631 toward the city’s 
goal of $6583 (before the dis¬ 
aster addition). The drive 
chairman expressed the hope 
that residents would "reach 
down and be even more gener¬ 
ous than they had planned.” 

Several districts have not 
even nearly reached their quo¬ 
tas. Colonel Morrison pointed 
out. “The business district has 
fallen way below their dona¬ 
tions of previous years/' he de¬ 
clared. 

"Unless contributions are 
stepped up. Sierra Madre def¬ 
initely will not make its goal." 

No Change

Plans of the Library Board 
remained unchanged this week 
following the report that Mr. 
and Mrs. N. W. Tarr wish to 
repurchase the lot donated by 
them several years ago for the 
site of a new library. 

The Tarrs reportedly have 
taken the view that since it 
now seems inadvisable to erect 
a new library on the lot (150 
by 150 feet at the northwest 
corner of Hermosa and Sierra 
Madre boulevard) they would 
like to be given the option of 
repurchasing it. 

The token price probably 
would include whatever taxes 
and upkeep would have 
accrued on the property under 
other than city ownership. 

W. Webster Vannier, presi¬ 
dent of the Library Board, ad¬ 
mitted that the Tarrs’ request 
was somewhat of a surprise to 
board members. 

Library trustees, unofficially, 
had expected that the city 
would sell the Tarr property

The missionary stated that 
the (Japanese) government has 
gone “absolutely money mad, 
putting taxes on everything so 
high that it is unreasonable.” 

As an example, Mr. Pedigo 
said tax on a kerosene stove, 
given him, was 25,000 yen, or 
more than $70. 

“It is that way on everything, 
making it really tough on a 
missionary to live,” he said. 

The Sierra Madrean has been 
serving in several Army hos¬ 
pitals in Tokyo and has min¬ 
istered to “hundreds of our 
precious wounded boys of all 
ranks.”

City Seeking 
County Aid 
For Streets 

A resolution was adopted by 
the City Council Tuesday ask¬ 
ing county gas tax funds for 
repair or regrading of parts 
of 17 Sierra Madre streets. 

An appropriation of $9168.61 
and a re-allocation of $13,400 
was requested in the resolu¬ 
tion addressed to the Los An¬ 
geles County Board of Super¬ 
visors. 

City Administrator R. Merritt 
Baker explained that the list¬ 
ing of 17 streets was for the 
city’s long-range street repair 
program, and immediate work 
is not necessarily indicated for 
all the streets.

Place from Suffolk to Sierra 
Madre; Laurel from Baldwin 
to Auburn and from Hermo- 
sa to Lima; Hermosa from 
Grandview to Sierra Madre; 
Park from Sierra Madre to Ra¬ 
mona; Ramona from Hermosa 
to Park; Manzanita from Park 
to Michiliinda; Sierra Madre

that the present minimum rate 
for Sierra Madre probably 
would be $6 per hour of coun¬ 
seling. Miss de la Fontaine in¬ 
dicated, however, that the fee 
“might” increase in the future. 

It was suggested that Sierra 
Madre might enroll for the ser¬ 
vice on a per capita basis. Un¬ 
der that arrangement, Sierra 
Madre would not send in any 
set amount of money, but 
would be assessed only for ac¬ 
tual calls originating from 
Sierra Madre, and then only 
when the resident receiving the 
counseling service is unable to 
pay the fee, or part of it. 

The Coordinating Council has 
asked that all organizations 
poll their memberships on 
whether the Family Service is 
wanted in Sierra Madre. Dele¬ 
gates from the various civic 
groups are expected to report 
back at the next meeting of 
the council.
